IN proceeding now to follow up the 
history of our local partnership law 
from its fountain sourea in Engtand to 
its incorporation in the Uongkong Or- 
dinance No. ?, of 1867, in the way in 
which we sketched it out in the case of 
ont bankruptey law, we have to go back 
to the year 1837. 


Practical diffeulties which constantly 
occurred in Evgland, in connection with 
the application of partnership law, 
especially also the trouble then invelred 
in legal proceedings against firms the 
partners of which were numerous, and 
the great difference between the then 
existing English and Continental laws 
of partoership, liad aroused public at- 
tention ia 1837 so much that the Board 
of Trade was moved to take the matter 
lup. With laudable cantion, however, 
ithe Board af Trde contined its action 
te the ordering of o formal inquiry ibto 
| the state ofthe luw of partnership. It 
is remarkable also that io directing 
this tuvestigation the Board of ‘rade 
required special attention to be given to 
the question “whether it would be ex- 
pedient to introduce a law authorizing 
persons to become partners in trade 
with a limited responsibility similar to 
the French law of partnership en com- 
mandite.” ‘The reason was that this 
French partnership law, based on the 
public. registration of partuers, and 
exempting from responsibility dormant 
partners, though receiving a fixed pro- 
portion of the profits of a firm, was at 
the time strongly recommended by the 
public press for introduction ip 
lund, ‘The report of Mr Bellen 
Kerr, to whom the Board of ‘Trade 
entrusted the conduct of the ingu 
was however unfavourable to the ine 
troduction of this French system, though 
it quoted, in favour of it, the opinions 
of men like Lord Ashburton, Mr G. W. 
Norman and the Won, Francis Baring. 

Herewith the matter rested for the 
next thirteen yeors, though meanwhile 
{in 1844) the’ principle of registration,

The plaintiffs were in pos- 
session of a bill of sale, dated 10th Fe- 
bruary, 1879, by which Messrs Lammert, 
“Athinson & Uo,, assigned to tho plaintiffs, 
ag security for advances made, the whole of 
their stock in trade, goods, chattels, honse- 
hold. furniture, book debta,-ete, On the 
2nd April of tho same year the plaintiffa 


they proceeded to take possesston of the 

ads, when they discovered that the 
detontants were already in possession, 
the fatter having done so under a Dill 
of sale dated the Gth September 1875. 
The bills wore identical, with the oxcep- 
tion that in the ond held by the de- 
fondanta no ‘specific mention wor made 
of, book: debts. An ‘agreement was come 
to nt the time that the defendanta entered 
into ‘possession that the defendants were 
to collect the book dubts, but the question 
of their titlo to them was reserved, For 
tho plaintiffa the Attorney General con- 
tonded when tho case was before the Court, 
that in tho defendants’ bill of sale no 
montion had been made of book debts, and 
in all cases whero it was intended that debts 
should bo ussignod, they wero always men- 
tionad. Mr Francis contended on behalf of 
the defondants that the wurd property was 
intended to include book debts, and quoted 
the case of Brown t. Friar, in which Vice- 
Chancellor Bacon decided that tho assign- 
ment of the whole of a man’s property 
under a bill of salo included book debts. 
His Lordship went over tho case of Brown 
v. Friar, and said he did not consider that 
it governed this case. He then went over 
several of the clauses in the first bill of 
sale and pointed ont that they did not seem 
to include book debts, nor did they scem to 
have been contemplated. He ordered an 
enquiry te be made, however, into the 
amount of the book debts outstanding at 
the time tho first bill of sale was made. If 
they were found to be small, then Mr 
Francis’ case might. be strengthened, and 
he would allow cither party to make a 
further application if i¢ was thought neevs- 
sary to dc ao. 

The Attorney General, instructed by 
Mesara Sharp, Toller, and Juhngen, ap- 
peared for the plaintif’; and Mr Francis, 
instructed by Mesars Brereton and Wotton, 
for the defendants.

In this case it was stated fur the plaintiff 
that on the 2lst August'last year, be pur. 
chased from the defendant Inland Lot 801 
for $34,300, of which $2,000 were paid aa 
bargnin money, and the coniract*was to be 
completed on the 25th December. The 
plaintiff alleged that he repeatedly applied 
to the defondant for the title deeds, but 
was always put off, On the 16th January 
ho again mnde application for the papers, 
and informed the defendant that he was tu 
goto Canton. Defendant asked for twelve 
days longer, and this was granted, but no 
sooner had the plaintiff gono to Canton than 
the defendant proceeded to mrka time of the 
easence of the contract. The plaintif! was 
written to and informed that unless the 
contract was completed ut hulf-past two on 
the 23rd the property would be sold. Tho 
plaintiff answered this letter by saying that 
if he wanted the matter completed be mast 
send the deeds to Mr Ny Clioy’s office, but 
this was not done. The money was nlso 
sent from Canton, and a brother of the 

Inintiif wont to Messrs Sharp, Toller & 
Johnson's (the soliciturs of the defendant) 
office at 2 v'clock on the 2d, He spoke to 
Mr Sharp who informed him that the mat- 
tor waa in the hands of Mr Johnsun whu hap- 
pened to be ont at that time. The brother 
waited until half past two, when Mr Julimn- 
son returned and told hiim thot it wus too 
late as tho property had been sokt. The 
defendant Shad gold the property for 
$45,500, and the plaintiff claimed $13,500 
as compensation for damage  austain- 
ed by him in consequence of defendant 
not fulfilling his part of the agreement.

Enclosed please tind a translation of the 
Chinese text of the Korcan Treaty conclud- 
ed by America. Wo have now three 
treaties concluded with this country, but 
our Ministera make’ an awful secret of 
thesn, although it is very easy to procure a 
copy of the Chinese text, aud the others 
will also soon be procuzed. Why the 
Ministers should makea great secret of it 
is incomprehensible, because the Nurth- 
China Herald and Japan Herald both pub- 
lished translations of the draft of the treaty, 
which was made out Jnst year between Li 
Hung-chang, the Kerean agent, and Com- 
modore Shufeldt. I do aot understand why 
it should have been made a secret, as the 
treaty is exactly as the draft, except a few 
alterations, the most essentiul point being the 
omission of Article I., by which the Chinese 
asked the Koreansto make known toall people 
their snzerainty to China. By the trunslu- 
tions you will see that although the differ 
ences between the lreaty itself and the 
draft are not very entenetve, yet they ure 
very material. Article L uf the draft having 
been left out, the subsequent articles be- 
come each one number higher in the treaty 
itself.

When the Japanese 
made n treaty with Korea, they frst asked 
the assistance of the Chines; and, after 
China hed declined, the Japanese made a 
treaty with Korea, bnt even then without 
acknowledging the independence uf Korea, 
Li Hung-chang induced the Koreans to 
make treaties with fureigu nations from no 
other motive than to spite Japan. This 
may appear ridiculous, but it is none tho 
less true. For the pebbles in the ocean, 
distant severil hundreds of fis from the 
Chinese shore—I mean the Lovchoo Islands 
~China gets frantically excited; while 
close to her borders an invasion takes place,

: LEGISLATIVE ATAVISM. 

' (Scientific American.) 

While studying the variations of plants 
and animals under domestication and also 
in the state of nature, Darwin olserved a 
tendency mare or less persistent and active 
ty rovert to earlier and less apecialized 
forms. Instead of exactly reproducing the 
parent in type and behavior the olf-apring 
would more closely resemble some ancestral 
form, perhaps far remote in time and in 
tho scale of development. This reversion 
ho called “ atavism,” 

The same characteristic Appears also 
umong wen; and the scientitic historinn 
finda in thik *atavism "an explanation of 
those otherwise unaccountable ontbursta of 
wild barbarism among partially civilized 
communities, as shown in relapses to the 
bloody rites of ancestral relisions and tha 
like ; and of those equally unreasoning out 
buruts of mee animosities among moro 
highly civilized peoples; anch, for example, 
as may be witnessed to-day in Ruasin and 
oa our Pacific Const. 

It is largely through this national or local 
atavisiy that history repeats itself; and 
because of it the experienco of one age or 
generation envnts for nothing when a Tiree 
generation relapsc¢s and insists upon repeat: 

ing the old, it may be, fatal experiment. 

Under pew and widely different condi- 
tions, the old phase of thonght and feeling 
revives, and, with the passionate anre.sen 
of the varlier day, men repeat thu ancient 
folly and re-enact the ancient injustice. 
Compare the recent act of Congress 

net the immigration of Chinese laborers 
th the laws against, free negroes enacted 
a few years ayo by South Carolina and 
other States of the south and west. The 
parallel is disereditably close, and the 
disgrace of Cungress is greater than that of 
the earlier legislators in that Congress in 
its unwarranted invasion of the dignity and 
‘inherent hts of all hongst: labor, acted 
| less from conviction than from a contenpti- 
ble fear of otfending a class in the far wont, 
whose votes tiny be needed ou seme fature 
election day; a claas whose moral and 
veonomical thinking exaetly reproduces 
that of the eurlier day, as exhibited in thia 
typical provision af the Constitution of 
Oreyon, to wit : 

“No free negro or malatte, not residing 
in this States at the time of the adoption of 
this Constitution, shall ever come, reside, 
jorbe within this State, or hotd any real 
restite, or make apy contriet or naintain 
wy osnit therei and the Legislative 
Aswinbly shall providy by penal Jnws for 
the ramoval, by Pulte officers, of all such 
free negroes at amulattoos, and for their 
effectual exclusion from the State, and 
for the pumshment of persons wha shal] 
Wing them inte the State, or employ or 
harbor them therein,” 

The new law which disgraces our statute 
books makes it unlawful (for the space ol 
ten years from August next) for any Chinese 
laborer to come within the limits of the 
United States, or for any person to aid or 
abet them in eoming ; the words Chinese 
laborer” coveriny skilled as well as un. 
skilled workers. The law provides : 

“(Sec. 2) That the master of any vessel 
who shall knowingly bring within the 
United States on such vessel, and land or 
permit to be landed, any Chinese laborer, 
from any foreign port or place, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be pnnished by a 
finv of not more than five hundred dotfara 
for each and every such Chineso laborer so 
brought, and may be also imprisoned for a 
term not exceeding one year.” 

Section 10 pruvides “That every vessel 
whose master shall knowingly violate any 
provisions of this act shall bo doemect 
forfeited to the United States, and shall be 
Hable to seizure and condemnation in any 
district of the United States into which 
such vessel may enter or in which she may 
be fuund ;' and 

Section i]: “ Thnt any person who shall 
knowingly bring into or cause te be brought 
inte the United States by land, or who 
shall knowingly aid or abet the same, or 
aid or nbet the landing in the United States 
from any veseel of nny Chinese person not 
lawfully entitled to enter the United States, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall on conviction thereof, be fined in 
a Bin not exceeding ope thousand dollars, 
and imprisoned fur a term not exceeding 
one year,” 

This would be an exact echo of the 
South Carvlinn Inw against the introdne- 
tion of “ free negroes or persona uf color,” 
if it euly had a clause providing for the 


exouses offered for. so barbarous and auti- 
American an invasion of the cowmon rights 
of humanity are substantially the same 
to-day as they were half a century apo. 

The free poser of color was of an alien 

and degraded race, incompetent of citizen- 
ship and unfit to blend socially or politically 
with the Caucasian. At the same time -bis 
presence was a source of suciel peril, in 
that it threatened” the stability “of ‘the’| 
prevailing industrial ayatem. The same 
charges are now brought against the Chi- 
hese, and with slighter grounds for justi- 
fication. Southern society survives. and 
thrives with the negro’ free; before the 
ten years’ limitation of Chinese immigra- 
tion ends it-is safe to predict that the 
nation, es 2 whole, . will discover that its 
hazard from Chinese labor is infinitely: fess 
than from the wrong done to all laboring 
men by allowing lucal clamor to secure the 
general ostraciem of- any class of honest 
laborers, 
The national “shame of thia onactment 
arises not so much because. it invelves a 
breach of good fujth with: China, to. whose 
subjects we have’ just agreed by treaty to 
noourd “all the rights, :

1, Sinall Pareels may be sent by Pest 
ut Book Rates between Hongkong and any 
of the British Post Ofticea in China, as well 
as to Japan, Macao, Pakhoi, the Straits 
Settlements, Ceylon and India. They must 
not exceed the following dimensions, 2 fect 
long, 1 foot browd, t foot deep, weigh more 
than dfba., nor be smaller tas Bin. by 2 
ip. Such parcels may be wholly closed 
if they bear this spevial endorsement, 
Pancrt, containtwa No Lerrek, but any 
parcel may be opened by, direction of the 
Postinnster General. In the’ Mie of Parcels 
for India a declaration of contents and 
value is reguired, » printed form for which 
is supplied gratis. The Registration of 
Parcels for India and Ceylon is compulsory. 

¥. The following cannot be trausmitied : 
Parcels insufticiently packed or protected, 
or liable to be crushed (as bandboxes, 
&c.) Opiun, Gloss, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matches, Indigo, Dyestuffs, Ice, 
Meat, Fish, Gamo, Fruit, Vegetables, or 
whatever is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become offensive or injurious in 
transit. 

3. Parcels are aa a general rule forwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet. To Indian they are forwarded by 
the P. & 0. and Indian Mail Packets only, 
to Ceylon by P. & O. only. No respon- 
sibility is uecepted with regard to any 
parcel, unless Registered, and then only to 
the amount of $10. 


4, The public are cautioned not to con- 
found these facilities with a Parcel Post to 
Europe, &e., which does not exiat. 


It is necessary that the following rules 
be strictly observed. 

1. No Letter or Packet, whether to be 
regiatercd or unregistered, can be received 
for Postage if it cpntaina gold or silver 
money,- jewels, precious articles, or any- 
thing that, ae a general rule, is liable to 
Customs duties, 

2. This Regulation prohibits the sending 
of Patterns of dutiable articles, unless the 
quantity seut be so small as to make tho 
sample of no value.
